DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 19-28, 40, and 41 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to suggest the combination of elements claimed by Applicant. With regard to claims 
19 and 23, the prior art fails to disclose a blood treatment system with a volumetric 
balancing system that uses a pressure sensor located at the bottom of the containers, 
thereby indicating a height of the column of fluid in the containers. The prior art teaches 
volumetric balancing systems with one container stacked upon another, but does not 
disclose the use of a pressure sensor to control fluid flow. With regard to claim 28, the 
prior art fails to disclose a blood treatment system with a balancing apparatus that 
comprises a piston between a waste container and a replacement fluid container. The 
prior art teaches volumetric balancing systems that use flexible membranes in a side- 
by-side configuration, but does not teach or suggest the use of a piston between the 
containers.
